RIMARILY, The Temple is a econmie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity.

Until some of the most important features of occult research 
are possible of expression in words, inexperienced students will 
continue to he confused by misleading or insuthciently expressed 
Statements given out by false or by misinformed teachers. Only 
the highly developed. trained occultist can understand the dith- 
culties in the way of expressing such planes or states of matter 
and energy as have no material correspondences. Such an occult- 
ist 1s in a sMmilar posttion to: that of a musician who endeavors to 
ove in words some idea of a tone of higher or lower vibration 
than the tones now audiÞble to the human ear. When the etheric 
vibration which has produced a <ound has been raised to that of 
light it can be manifested by electric energy ; but 1t one should 
trv to express an idea of the intermediary vibratory waves be- 
tween those of sound and light he 1s handicapped by the tact 
that there is no way of 1llustrating them by natural or mechan- 
ical means on the material plane, and vet those intermediary 
vibrations or planes, part sound, part hght, are as real and nec- 
essary to the whole scheme of creation as are those of Iigher 
vibration. 

[t 18 extremely difticult for the untrained psychic to distinguish 
between or even to locate the* sounds or words set free on the 
intermediary planes and heard by the psychic ear, for unless the 
instrument-or voice 1s perfectly familiar and rightly located words 
or sentences may be easily confused with or lost in those uttered 
by other persons on other intermediary planes than the one where 
the first heard sounds were. set free. It is this fact that gives 
rise to. the wrong umpressions held by those who frequently hear 
Single sentences by means of the psychic sense of hearing—per- 
tectly Sane, intelligent sentences—but followed by meaningless 
words of strange sounds which have no connection with those first 
heard. Such experiences naturally drive the unenlightened listener 
into the belief that he is suffering from some hallucination or 
other mental disturbance. If he knows that such phenomena is 
pertectly natural he is spared such anxiety. He is in a similar 
position to that of a man located in one room, and trying to. catch 
the details of some story being told in another room by other 
Story. tellers who were relating entirely different tales. Under 
Such circumstances he could only catch an occasional sentence of 
the story he desired to hear, and in the intervals many entirely

citterent voices and sounds must- fall on his ear, much to his 
contusion. The trained occultist would know by the degree of 
energy set free in the sounds which reached his inner ear exactly 
how far distant from the speaker he was, and under what con- 
ditions the words were spoken. He could shut off the Sounds 
coming from other planes $0 entirely by . the interposition: of will 
power he would not lose the- continuity of the sentences to which 
he dexired to hsten. 

(ne grievous mistake 1s frequently made by untrained psychics 
11 relation to sound and s1ght. Orthodox rehg10us teachers make 
no reference to more than two or at most three planes of exist- 
ence, which they name the Earth, Heaven and Hell, while there 
are im truth 49 planes and sub-planes. According to - general he- 
lief, a Sentence psychically. heard by a living person on this earth 
must come from either Heaven or Hell, if it 1s not the result of 
nciplient 1insanity. 

The 1llustration previously given of the person hearing voices 
from many rooms, when trying to locate words spoken by one 
voice, applies equally to partial conversations audihle to the psychic 
ear when Þoth speaker and listener are on the earth plane. An 
actual. psychic conversation may be psychically held between two 
people living at the same time on this earth plane, while no word 
of 1t would be audihle to others. 

[t is not generally understcod that different etheric vibrations 
of sound and light affect different organs of sight and hearing. 
The sensasory centers of the astral and Kama Manasic bodies re- 
cord Sights and sounds which are invisible and inaudible to cor- 
responding centers of the physical body. A $sudden impulse to 
action on tne physical plane may be, and often 1s due to a sug- 
gestion recorded in some interior sensory centre and reflected 
back to the corresponding centre of the physical body, while the 
perso0n receiving and acting upon the said suggestion may be 
totally unaware of its source. 

The average untrained person is $80 convinced that there 1s 
nothing for him to learn on this subject or 1s too indolent or 
hypercritical to submit to the rigid training essential to real ad- 
vance, goes on from day to day seeing his hard won findings of 
one day contradicted by some life experience the next day. 

But occasionally there is some sincere, earnest student who 18 
able to grasp a half concealed truth of occultiem and use it as a 
key to open some wide vista of knowledge that will lead him to 
the feet of a great teacher. To such an one *the path” will open.

All growths of the under crust 
of the Wheel shall be henceforth forbidden, and man s$hall 
live by the power of his Will in place of coarser foods.”

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COMMEN I ARY. 


In studving any line of teachings given out by the Masters 
or the great Seers of the past or present, students should hear 
constantly in mind that, however material, sctentific or prophetical 
the 1deas expressed in such teachings may appear to be from a 
casual reading, there 18 always an occult—a $secret message hid- 


den. in the words which 1s only intended for those *who have 


eyes to See; and ears” to hear. Not that. the” facts as :stated- m 


zuch teachings are. not. true, and therefore important from an ex-' 
terior point of view, but that the interior, deeper communications 
concealed within the common phraseology may be continuations 
or further expositions of some communication or teaching the 
"Open eve” reader has previously received from the 'same or a 
S1milar Source. 

As an illustration we will take one statement of the Sloka we 
are now considerine, to-wit: The hirds of the air and the heasts 
of the field will meet and part in peace and both shall feed on 
the purple grain, the gift direct of the Gods. An advanced stu- 
dent of symbolism would be apt to see at once the connection be- 
tween that statement and other symbolc utterances on the same 
S$1þject which came from the same general Source as that from 
which the Stanzas in toto originally came, and that it elucidated 
Some ahbstruse point in previous communications on symbolism. 
He would know that not only the beasts. and birds in general sym- 
holized high cosmic forces, but that every individual race of beast 
and bird symbolized some differentiation of one of those cosmic 
forces. 

According to the words of the Sloka under consideration, *©The 
beasts of the field and the hirds of the air will meet and part in 
peace and both shall feed on the purple grain, the gift direct from 
the Gods..” 

(ccultly this part of the prophecy means that at the period 
referred to, two diametrically opposing forces then antagonizing 
each other openly owing to an inherent tendency to estabhish $su- 
premacy on the part of hoth, would compel a demonstration of 
Fohatic power which would bring about adjustment and final com- 
bination, thus raising the vibration of the substance of the plane or 
planes affected by the opposing forces. 

Symbolically the: purple grain is a symbol of a very high spir- 
itual force, which cannot be designated here, but to which we may 
find a clue in the words spoken by the Master Jesus at the last 
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Supper in connection with the breaking. of. bread: ©*This 1s my 
body, take and eat.” Figuratively speaking, the bread of the last 
Supper was made from *the purple grain, the gift direct of the 
Gods.” or in other words, from the body of Christ,—the mani- 
festation of the Christas in substance. While very briefly given, 
the above illustration of the hidden meaning of the sentence com- 
mentated upon may give some slight indication of the importance 
of every Sloka of the Stanzas last given to us, and also give some 
indication of the reasons back of the difference between the com- 
mentaries of the first section of the Stanzas of Dzyan and those 
now being given on the second section. 

\We have only to. think of the successes which have crowned 
the efforts of Luther Burbank and other horticulturists in the line 
of increased productivity, as well as of entirely new lines of fruits, 
vegetables and flowers, even in this age of the world, to feel 
Satished that it would be quite possible for a more highly evolved 
man to produce a form of food far superior to any vegetable or 
fruit now known to man. One of the Master teachers of the 
occult sciences has said that wheat, the most perfect form of food 
known to man, was brought to the earth direct from the planet 
Venus. In one of the Temple Teachings given by the Master 
Hilarion, the manner of its transportation 1s given. Briefly, it 
was to the effect that germs of wheat were transferred from Venus 
to the earth by means of light pressure. Quite recently profane 
Sclence has discovered another fact in nature-—long since pred1- 
cated by arcane science, v1z., that light produces enormous pressure 
upon all bodies in space, and the student who has become familiar 
with the arcane theorem concerning the nature and offices of light, 
especially ot 1ts invisible aspects, will not he liable to quibble over 
the statement that not only wheat, but all other forms of germ life 
are even now being constantly transferred from one planet to 
another, within one solar system, by means of light pressure. Tt 
1s not necessary to place such $statements in the annals of fable or 
miracle in these later days when the infinitely small in the realm 
ot biology, and the rapid action of the minutiz of life according 
to physical science are accepted facts. 

As the Planetary Rulers belong to one division of the Gods, 
the transference of germs of a more highly evolved food from a 
more highly evolved planet to the earth, at the express command 
ot the Ruler or God of that planet does not * appear unreasonable. 
It 1s a selt-evident fact that the highly evolved, sensitive man of 
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the present age cannot confine. himself exclusively to such coarse 
foods as were those. which satisfed the primitive man, and retain 
any degree of health and mental efticiency. He has neither the 
appetite, teeth nor digestion of the primitive man. This may ap- 
pear to be a great loss from one point of view, but our ignorance 
of what nature is doing in the line of building up a body for the 
incarnating Egos of another age who will not require s0_ much 
gross substance to- maintain a more perfect physical equilibrium 
upon the earth renders it somewhat difficult to determine whether 
the changes taking place are heneficent or deplorable. If nature 
is to furnish a single form of food for man and animal alike; a 
food which contains all the elements required for the building and 
maintaining of a more efhcient physical: body, as would appear to 
be - the case according to the law of correspondences, man surely 
would be the gainer. | 

To return to the Sloka we are commenting upon, we must re- 
member all the statements in this long paragraph were prophecies 
of events which occurred during the hves of some of the later 
Subh-races of the Root race under cons1deration. 

While we may not know at just what period in the history of 
the world the wheat germs were transferred from the planet Venus 
to this planet, we do know that wheat 1s far above all other kinds 
of grain in food values, and more nearly fulfills the promise of 
"the purple grain, the gift of the Gods,” than any form of food 
now known to man. 

Purple is not a primary color. It is a combination of Red 
and Blue, a secondary color. Mars and Venus are complementary 
planets and symbolically they may be indicated by the colors red 
and blue, respectively. If the interaction of the forces of Mars 
and Venus produced the originai germ of wheat on the planet 
\'enus, and Venus transferred the germ to the earth, symbolically, 
wheat might be indicated by the color purple, and the purple grain 
in that instance would, indeed, be the gift direct of the Gods—the 
Planetary Rulers. DB: D,

dimmer bhecause of wrong usc. 

[ndeed the svstem of Society or. ervilization—call it what vou 
will—that we have built as the result of the desecration of a 
Spiritual law, 1s false and vicions. But let no one he so conceited 
as to imagine himself or herself free from responsthility in 1ts 
construction. The chances are that one $0 thinking will but ac- 
centuate the idea 'of self-righteousness and thereby raise an added 
obstacle to. progress; for those who stood aloot and fought tor 
the right were few, and they. seldom - appear among us. When 
they do appear they are generally called vistonaries, or selt-seekers, 
and sometunes after domg a great work for humanity at a crucial 
point where the karma of a nation or of several, makes it poss1hle 
at the hegimning of a cycle, are heaped with dishonor, maltreated, 
and Sometimes even assassinated. The ordinary lot of - humans 
through the shifting panorama of world events and the slow de- 
Scent trom_ the glories of the highest state of civilization ever 
known on earth. ages ago, have committed, or caused to be com- 
mitted through a failure to assume their responsthilities at a time 
when their duty was perfectly plain, individually, of their own 
tree will, with comparatively few exceptions, every crime in. the 
catalogue. We are guilty, and we are enmeshed in. this mon- 
Stroxity we call civilization—enmeshed, entangled, inextricably in- 
volved until. we pay all the dehts we owe those other units of 
humanity with whom we have acted and thought and woven the 
tabric that has come from our selfishness. 


In order to retrace our steps and build society aright we must 
recognize the fact that the king could have done no damage ex- 
cept to Inmselt by the concentration of selfichness had. we not held 
in s0lution selfishness within ourselves ready to be precipitated

We must recognize again the fact that we are but units makineg 
up a whole and that the individual not only has no right to any 
Special privileges, but that we owe society whatever we are capable 
of doing, and-are entitled to only our $share of the material pro- 
duction ; that whoever does their duty to the best of their ability 
1s entitled to the same amount of the material comforts as he or 
She who occupies the highest” posttion in the nation: and in this 
connection those of us who render more service to. the nation or 
humanity mn general than others. must even kill out the conceit 
that would recognize ourselves as of more consequence hecause 
ot such Service, or fall by the very service that we perform.

The Subject of correspondences of the various principles, forces 
and substances will he taken up and elaborated later im detail. 
Before closing the subject of Akasa, however, it will be well to 
give Some of the important. correspondences which will enable the 
mental feet, so to speak, of the student, to stand more securely 
on a has of hetter understanding of this important subþject. 
Some of the correspondences found bhelow have not heen g1verr 
out before. 

Akasa correspondences to Manas Ego, to the Head, Pituitary 
Body of the Brain, to the Sense. of hearing, to the ears, to the 
organs of speech, to the Heart, to the generative organs and the 
creative fires. In the Cell, Akasa corresponds to the Nucleus, mm 
the Solar system- to the Sun, in seeds or eggs to the germinal 
Spot Or centre, 

In Society, Akasa corresponds to all constructive energies; 1n 
nations to the co-ordinating governing- principle, to the color 
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Indigo, the planet Venus, to the quality Love, to the potencies of 
Woman, to the passive side of Nature, to the soil in which the 
Seeds are planted, to the photographic film which receives the 
image by the-impress of Light (Þuddh). 

Akasa corresponds to the state of matter known as Ether, to 
Sound, to the note La of the musical scale, to the Sons of Mahat 
or Universal Mind, to the Recording Angel, to the Receiving 
Principle, to the left hand (the receiving hand), to all purely 
mental perceptions, to the left eye, to the negative pole of the 
electrical battery, to the True Universal Church which 1s the 
Bride of the Lord, that is, the channel through which Universal 
Buddhi, Light or Wisdom may flow without interruption. 

Akasa corresponds to the potency of Form, to the Third lne 
of _ the Triangle, the hbase, to the critical state of matter hetween 
form and no form. Akasxa 1s the strength that 1s in all weakness 
and the weakness that 1s always to be found in all strength. Tt 
corresponds likewise to the wick on which the hght (Buddhi) feeds, 
drawing on the Oil of Universal Spirit or Atma for perpetuation. 

Akasa corresponds to the intelhigent perceiving principle of all 
Nature and the Regent or Lord who rules this hierarchhial Ray of 
the Cosmos 1s named Uriel.
